The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion in the process of 
using divalent copper ions catalysts at an amount from about 5 ppb to about 5000 ppb 
based on the dry substance of starch, which is a concentration that is not taught or 
suggested in the prior art. For example, see Table 1 , sample D of the Lotzgesell et al 
patent (U.S. 3,975,206), which sets forth a concentration for copper catalyst at 32 ppm. 
The use of a catalyst in an amount, which is on an order of magnitude of 100 times less 
than that seen in the prior art is seen to be a patentable limitation, rendering the instant 
methods unobvious.
